Jr. High Proposal 
Submitted By No. 3 


A Certificate of Need by 
the No. 3 School District 
has been drawn up and sub- 
mitted to the School Build- 
ing Board, Department of 
Education, The proposed 
junior high school will be 
located on a 20-acre dedi- 
cated parcel of land within 
the Allarco Property, East 
of the Braeside Subdivision. 
An agreement for school 
sites in that area has been 
approved in principle at a 
recent meeting of the No, 3 
School Board, along with 
details for a new junior 
high school, as specified 
in the Certificate. 

Although the entire pro- 
posal for a new junior high 
school is in the prelimin- 
ary stage, clearly defined 
requirements were spelled 
out in the Certificate of 


Need subinitted. 

According to the appli- 
cation, the following re- 
quirements were described 
which include: 2l-regular 
classrooms, three science 
rooms, three ancillary 
classrooms, alibrary, gym- 
nasium, stage, two home 
economics rooms, an ine 
dustrial arts area all toi- 
alling 37,350 square feet 
of instructional floor space 
Offices, infirmaries, staff 
and conference rooms along 
with all the other non-in- 
structional area will amount 
to 21,490 square feet, The 
total proposed school struc- 
ture will cover almost 
59,000 square feet. 

The proposed Certificate 
of Need as defined now rests 
with the School Building 
Board, Provincial Depart- 
ment of Education,

A resident of 55 Geneva 
Crescent, Marcel Larocque 
won an appeal against the 
decision of the Development 
Control Officer.

Sailfish Executive Opposes 
Association By-Law ‘‘Loophole”’ 


The annual general meet- 
ing of the Alberta Summer 
Swimming Association was 
held at the Stampede Motor 
Hotel on Friday, August 25, 
and was chaired by Mr. 
Peter Sandomirsky, the 
Provincial Co-ordinator, 

After the minutes were 
read and adopted, there was 
only a small amount of old 
business to discuss and the 
meeting was then thrown 
open for new business, 
There were several very 
important topics to discuss 
and a lively debate followed, 

The most important mo- 
tion on the night’s agenda 
was to disqualify 21 Stanley 
Park swimmers from coun- 
ting points towards the pro- 
vincial championship, as 
these were winter-trained 
swimmers, and the inten- 
tion of forming a summer 
swimming association is to 
offer fair competition to 
swimmers who can only 
train in the summer months, 
The Calgary Stanley Park 
coach defended his action 


vigorously by quoting a law 
which was admittedly ambi- 
guous but it was obvious 
from the general tone of the 
meeting that his views were 
not accepted, It was agreed 
that the law which this coach 
depended upon was ambigu- 
ous but other laws clearly 
stated that swimmers who 
trained during the winter 
months were not eligible 
and in any event it was 
pointed out that all people 
concerned with summer 
swimming were aware of 
its purpose and that to use 
winter trained swimmers 
was seeking an unfair ad- 
vantage. The motion was 
eventually narrowly defeat- 
ed, due largely to the con- 
cern for the swimmers con- 
cerned who were the inno- 
cent parties to this use of a 
loophole in the laws, The 
particular law was even- 
tually ammended, thus en- 
suring that the same situa- 
tion could not arise next 
year,

The Government of Al- 
berta will embark upon a 
home treatment program 
for those persons through- 
out the province suffering 
from kidney failure who now 
must be treated at a major 
hospital in Calgary or Ed- 
monton, 

In making the announce- 
ment, Hon, Neil Crawford, 
Minister of Health and So- 
cial Development said, ‘‘ As 
part of the government’s de- 
sire to provide a better 
delivery system of health 
services, the province will 
begin the program imme- 
diately with the introduction 
of special renal dialysis 
equipment for home use.”’ 

Mr. Crawford explained 
that through a donation of 
$25,000 from the Lions 
Clubs of Edmonton, which 
the Alberta Government 
matched, it was possible to 
begin the program sooner 
than expected, 

‘The importance of the 
new home treatment pro- 
gram is obvious,’’ he said, 
“when you consider that 
approximately 45 new cases 
of kidney failure occur each 
year in the Province of Al- 
berta, that can be success- 
fully treated at home,’’ 

Mr. Crawford said the 
program will also be bene- 
ficial to rural Alberta resi- 
dents, eliminating weekly or 
other prescribed travel pro- 
blems from rural com- 
munities to a large centre 
for an overnight hospital 
stay.
